PRIMROSES  (Primula) 


PRIMROSES  are  among  the  most  popular  and  best  known  spring  perennials.  Massed  under  flowering 
trees  and  shrubs,  they  present  a  gorgeous  picture  during  March,  April  and  May,  and  in  mild  climates, 
they  can  be  had  in  bloom  about  ten  months  of  the  year.  When  once  the  gardener  realizes  how  much 
he  gets  each  returning  spring,  with  comparatively  little  effort  on  his  part,  the  tendency  is  to  collect  more 
and  more  primroses.  Especially  is  this  true  now,  for  each  year  hybridizers  are  giving  us  newer  types, 
larger  blooms  and  a  wider  color  range. 


Primroses  thrive  in  a  deeply  dug,  well  enriched  soil  and,  if  given  plenty  of  water,  their  blossoming 
period  is  prolonged.  They  should  be  planted  where  they  will  be  shaded  from  the  hot  noonday  sun.  Decid¬ 
uous  trees  and  shrubs  give  excellent  protection.  Primroses  will  withstand  heavy  frosts,  but  in  sub-freezing 
weather,  they  should  be  protected  with  a  mulch  of  leaves,  peat,  straw  or  evergreen  boughs. 

Acaulis  and  Polyantha  Primroses  are  best  known  and  most  popular.  However,  once  the  Juliae,  Sie- 
boldi  and  the  other  Oriental  types  have  been  "discovered”  by  a  gardener,  they  too  become  just  as  import¬ 
ant.  Primroses  make  charming  nosegays  and  exquisite  small  flower  arrangements.

Primula  Auricula 


PRIMULA,  various  species

PANSIES 


Pansies  are  hardy  biennials  and  are  indis¬ 
pensable  spring  garden  material.  Planted 
in  the  fall  or  spring,  in  fine  rich  loam,  they 
will  produce  a  profusion  of  color  well  into 
the  summer,  if  the  seed  pods  are  kept 
picked.  Pick  the  entire  branch,  instead  of 
just  the  flower.  This  will  keep  the  plant 
from  becoming  straggly  and  worn  out, 
besides  giving  more  graceful  material  for 
flower  arrangements.  They  afford  an  un¬ 
usual  opportunity  for  working  out  exquisite 
color  combinations  when  used  as  a  ground 
cover  for  spring  bulbs  or  under  flowering 
trees  and  shrubs.  Try  them  instead  of  For¬ 
get-me-nots.  The  Pansies  offered  here,  are 
the  largest  flowered  and  finest  varieties 
obtainable.  Only  the  best  and  most  ex¬ 
pensive  foreign  and  domestic  seed  is  used. 

The  blossoms  are  usually  from  3  inches  to 
5  inches  in  diameter,  and  of  good  texture;

All  plants  are  field  grown,  hardy,  with  good  root  systems.  But  since  there  are  many  causes 
for  failure  over  which  we  have  no  control,  we  assume  no  responsibility  after  the  order  has  been 
receipted  for  by  the  forwarding  company. 

When  plants  are  received,  pick  off  any  wilted  leaves  or  flowers  and  place  roots  in  water 
in  a  cool  shady  place,  for  several  hours  before  planting.  Spread  out  the  roots  in  planting  and 
firm  the  earth  around  the  roots  with  a  thorough  watering.
